LITTLE ROCK. - (/P) - The state 


board of education was informed to- 
day by the statistical bureau of the 
department of education that 640,028 
persons are of schoo lage in Arkansas 
this year. 


Tho final enuemartion figures show 


a gain of 13,399 pupils over last year. 


The board will apportion approxi- 


mately $240,000 in the treasury to the 
schools from the common school fund, 
deducting amounts going to school dis- 
tricts which previously had received 
allotments for more pupils than are 
actually shown by the later enumera- 
tion figures. The previous allotment 
was made in September. 


Mississippi county shows tlie great- 


est gain in pupils over the last six 
years, more than 8,000 having been 
added to the rolls since 1927. 


This year's gain was the greatest in 


many years for the state, the increase 
having been less than 10,000 for four 
of the last five years, with 1929 show- 
ing a decrease of 2,989.

Task Seemed Gigantic 


At this time it seemed to me that I 


had started to climb an insurmounta-

If I could laugh 
now, I s'uppose I would, were I to read 
that book with the simple terms so 
carefully explained in 
a cramped 


handwriting. 


How could I study to be a doctor 


if 1 didn't have a regular desk? I 
asked my parents. The answer was a 
beautiful roll-top desk in my room.

Mother Knew Her German 


One day the boy setting next to

class was called to order. I said. "Oh 
Mother, what did you say this word 
meant?"

Flu Sweeps City

A Mary Louise was the little ray 


of sunshine about the house, and the 
housekeeper kept things running. 


New Year's day. 1929, father set 


aside for his family. It was the first 
time in many months that he spent 
practically the entire day at home. 


After dinner, we children went out 


for a drive with two of our cousins. 
When we returned about 10 p. in. we 
found mother and father sitting by the 
Christinas tree 
talking. 
We were 


hungry and promptly went to the 
kitchen to see what we could find. 


Death Takes Father 


Father came out to brew the coffee 


—no one could make it quite the way 
he did 
Between innumerable cups 


of coffee, resolutions for the new year 
were drawn up and made public, and 
then we were off to bed. 


Soon after 5 o'clock the next morn- 


ing, mother ran into my room and 
into that of my sister's, calling us to 
come quickly—that father was very-

Governor Futrell was said to have 
aken the position that it would be 
fruitless to call the legislature to pass 
refunding legislation until there is 
some assurance that bondholders' rep- 
resentatives will urge their clients to 
accept the plan.

the legislature suggested a higher gas. 
oline tax rate than that recommended 
by the subcommittee, and that they 
indicated an

PI*' s to Distribute 600,000 


Acres to Small Na- 


tive Farmers 


HAVANA, Cuba—(/P)—Revision of 


the rights of foreign landowners in 
Cuba is contemplated by the govern- 
ment, it was revealed Thursday night 
by Secretary of the Interior Antonio 
Guiteras, in connection with a new 
scheme of land distribution. 


Guiteras estimated that the govern- 


ment can appropriate more than 600,000 
acres of land from foreign countries 
who he said do not have clear titles 
to the property. 


He said he planned later to distribute 


the land among small Cuban farmers, 
adding "a decree of agricultural re- 
construction will be signed within the 
next eight days." 


Guiteras further explained his plan 


to declare Havana a free port and 
nake the Cuban capital "the first com- 
nercial port of America." 


Aecordiny to Dr. Guiteras. who in 


the opinion of many has lately be- 
•omu "the power behind the throne," 
the plan will convert Havana into "a 
[real industrial center."

Caution is the distinctive note of 


the administration's approach to its 
now task of liquor regulation. Every- 
thing that is done is of tentative char- 
acter. Headline decisions or experi- 
ments are discouraged from higher 
up. 


Very definitely, the breaks were ap- 


plied to the repeal bandwagon the 
moment it passes over the crest of the 
hill. 


Now it is the wet organization rath- 


er than the dry which complains of 
administration policy. 


The problem seems certain to figure 


in politics for a long time to come, and 
the administration will take pains not 
to associate itself exclusively with one 
side or the other, for the present. 


Under the surface, 
forces 
are at 


work to eradicate, on both (sides, that 
extreme bitterness which was so com- 
mon during the prohibition era. 


Many leading churchmen who bat- 


tled for prohibition have indicated to 
the White House they 'are willing to 
meet the administration half way. 


It was not announced, but the Fed-

WASHINGTON-Some political ob- 


servers believe that republicans will 
be slow to launch a concerted party 
attack on the President's monetary, 
NRA and farm policies in the coming 
session of congress. 


There will be individual sharp shoot- 


ing, just as at present, Senator Dick- 
inson of Iowa and Senator Hatfield of 
West Virginia, as well as some of the 
others, may be expected to continue 
their criticism. 


One republican senator, for example, 


recognized generally as being one of 
the shrewdest of politicians, is said to 
have put his foot down on suggestions 
of a solid party attack beginning at 
the very start of the session. 


A republican leader of the house de- 


clared that he doubted the wisdom of 
open warfare. H is his belief, he said, 
tthat the best policy for his party is 
that of passive resistance rather than 
outspoken criticism. 


The Lay Of the Land 


"We should be able to tell before 


very long how the land lies," he said.
